Dearlt Beloved Brethren,' — We 
think it expedient to give you a brief 
account of the rise of Methodism, botli 
in Europe and America. "In 1739, 
two young men in England, reading the 
Bible, saw tbey could not be saved 
without holiness: followed after it, and 
incited others so to do. In 1737, they 
saw, likewise, that men are justified be- 
fore they are sanctified: but still ho).- 
ness was their object. God then thriisl 
them out to raise a holy people."* 

In the year 1760, Philip Embury, a 
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Local Preacher of our society, from 
Ireland, began to preach in the city of 
New York, and formed a society of his 
own countrymen and the citizens; and 
the same year, Thomas Webb preached 
in a hired room near the barracks. 
About the same time, Robert Straw- 
bridge, a Local Preacher from Ireland, 
settled in Frederic County, in the State of 
Maryland, and, preaching there, formed 
some societies. The first Methodist 
Church -was buUt in New York in 1768 
or 1769 ; and in 1769 Richard Board- 
man and Joseph Pilmoor came to New 
York, who were the first regular Meth- 
odist PrcachefS on the continent. In 
the latter end of the year 1771 Francis 
Asbury and Richard Wright of the 
same order came over. 

We believe that God's design in rais- 
ing up the Preachers called Methodists 
in Ameiica was to reform the continent 
and spread Scripture holiness over these 
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lands. As a proof hereof we have seen 
since that time a great and glorious 
worlc of God from New Yorlt through 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Maryland, Virginia, North and South 
Carolina, and Georgia, as also of late to 
the .extremitiea of the Western and 
Eastern States. 

We esteem it our duty and privilege 
most earnestly to recommend to yim, 
as members of our Cliurch, our rOBM 
OF DISCIPLINE, which has lieen founded 
on the experience of a long series of 
years, as also on the observations and 
remarks we have made on ancient and 
modem Churches. 

We wish to see this little* publica 
tion in the house of every Methodist, 
ani the more so as it contains the arti- 
cles of religion, maintained more or 
less, in part or in whole, by every re- 
formed Church in the world.

ORIGIN, ARTICLBa, AKD GENERAL EULE8, 

SECTION I. 
Origin of the Metkoditt EpUoopal Church. 
The preachers and members of our bo- 
ciety in general, being convinced that there 
was a great deficiency of vital religion in 
the Church of England in America, and 
being in many places destitute of the 
Christian Sacramento, as several of tlie 
clergy had fursakea their Chuicbei, rt- 
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14 Origih of the M. E. Chckoh. Part I, 

quested the late Rev. JoJin WosUy to take 
such measures, in hia wisdom and prudence, 
as would aft'ord them suitable relief in 
their distress. 

In consequence of this, our venerablt; 
friend, who, under God, liail been the fa- 
ther of the great revival of religion now 
extending over the earth, by the means of 
the Methodists, determined to ordiuii min- 
isters for America; and for this pui'pose, 
in the year 1784, sent over three regularly 
ordained clergy ; but preferring the episco- 
pal mode of OhurcL government to any 
other, he solemnly set apart, by the impo- 
sition of liis hands and prayer, one of tlieni, 
nainejy, Thomas Cole, Doctor of Civil Law, 
late of Jesus College, in the University of 
Oxford, and a presbyter of the Church of 
England, for the episcopal office ; and hav- 
ing delivered to him letters of episcopal 
orders, commissioned and directed him to 
set apart ^Wmeis 'Asbury, then general 
assistant of the Methodist Society in Amer- 
ica, for the same episcopal office; he, the 
aaid Franoia Asbwry, being first ordained 
deacon and elder. In consequence of 
which, Uie sdd Franeii Aebwry was 
solemnly sot apart for the said episcopal 
ofBce by prayer, and the imposition of the

I, Of Faith ia the Holy Trinity. 

Theeb ia bnt one living and trne God, 
everlasting, without hody or paits, of in- 
flnite power, wisdom, and goodness; the 
maker and preserver of all things, visible 
and inviable. And in onity of this God- 
head, there ai'e three persona, of one sub- 
stance, power, and eternity, the Father, 
the Ron, and the Holy Ghoat. 

II. Of the Word, or Son of God, who viae 

made very man. 

The Son, who is the Word of the Fatliev, 

t!ie very and eternal God, of one substance 
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16 Abtiol&b of SBLreiOK. Part 1, 

witli the Father, took maa'a nature m Uie 
womb of tlie blessed virgin ; so that twa 
whole and perfect natures, that ia to aaj, 
the Godhead and manhood, were joined 
together in one person, never to l>e divided, 
whereof is one Oiirist, vei7 God and very 
man, who truly snftfered, was crucified, 
dead and huricd, to reconcile his Father to 
us, and to he a sacrifice, not only for orig- 
inal guilt, hut also for actual sins of men. 

HI. 0/ the Resurrection of ChrUt. 
Christ did truly rise again from the 
dead, and took again his body, with all 
things' appertaining to the perfection of 
man's nature, wherewith he ascended into 
heaven, and there aitteth until he return 
tc Judge all men at the last day. 

IV. 0/ the Holy Ghost. 

The Holy Ghost, pi-oceeding from the 

Father and the Son, is of one substance, 

majesty, and glory with tlie Fatlier and 

Hie Son, very and eternal God. 

V. 7%e Suffhiemy of tlie Eol'j Sm-iptura 

for Sahation. 

The Holy Scriptures contain all things 
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Cli. i, §2. Abtioi^s of RuLiaioir, 17 

n6cessai7 to salvation ; bo that wLataoever 
is not read therein, nor may be prove<l 
thereby, h not to be required of any man, 
that it should be believed as an article of 
fiuth, or be tlionght requisite or necea^^ary 
to salvation. In the name of the Holy 
Scripturo, we do understand thoae canoni- 
cal books of the Old and Few Testament, 
of whose authority was never any doubt in 
Lhe Church.

The Old Testament is not cootrary to 
the Kew ; for hotli in the Old and Heiv 
Testament everlasting life la offered t<> 
mankind by Christ, who ia the only Medi- 
ator between God and man, being botli 
God aud man, "Wherefore tliej ai'e not to 
be heard who feign that the old fathers 
did look only for transitory promises. Al- 
though the law given from God by Moses as 
loucliing ceremoniea and rite*? doth nd 
bmd Christians aor ought the civil ] re 
Lept'' tliereof of EecoBsity be lecened in 
any commonwealth yet notwithstanding 
no Christiin wliataoever ib fiec f ira the 
obedience of the commdndments wbu.b are 
sailed moral.

VII. 0/ Original or Birth Sin. 
OriginiJ Bin standeth not in the followiog 
of Adam, (as the Pelagians do vainlj talk,) 
but it is the corruption of tha uature of 
eyery man, that naturally is engendered 
of the ofi'spring of Adam, whereby roan is 
very far gone from original righteouaaess, 
and of his own nature inclined to evil, ftud 
that continually. 

Vin Of Fret Will 
The condition of man after the H\ of 
Adam is such, that he cannot tuiu. and 
prepare himself, by his ow n mtural 
strength and work*!, to fiith, jnd callmg 
upon God, wherelore we haie no power 
to do good woiks, pleasant and acceptable 
to God, without the grMe of God by 
Christ preventing us, that we may have a 
good will, and working with ua, when we 
have that good will. 

IX, Of the Jiittification oj Man. 
We are accounted righteous before God. 
only for the merit of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesua Christ by faith, and not for our own 
works or deservings. "Wherefore, that wc 
are justified by faith only, is a most whole- 
some doctrine, and very full of comfort 
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20 AsTicLse tF Rkuoion, Part ], 

X. Of Good WorU. 
Althougli gooJ. works, which are the 
fniits of ftuth, ftcd follow after justification, 
cftnnot put away our sins, and endure tLo 
seTerity of God'a judgments ; jet are tliey 
pleasing and acceptable to God in Christ, 
and spring out of a true and lively faitL, 
insomuch that by them a lively faitb may 
be as evidently known as a tree is discern- 
ed by its fruit. 

XI, Of Worla of Svpererogation. 
Voluntary works, besides, over, and 
above God's commandments, which are 
called works of supererogation, cannot be 
laught without arrogancy and inipiety. 
For by them men do declare that they do 
not only render unto God as mneh as they 
are bound to do, bnt tLat they do more for 
liis sake than of bounden duty is required : 
wliereas Christ saith plainly, When ye 
have done all tliat is commanded you, say, 
We ai'e unprofitable servants. 

XII. Of Sin after Jiutijkatiim. 

Not every sin willingly committed afttr 

justification is the sin against the Holy 

Ghost, and nnpai'donable. Wlierefore, 

the grant of repentance is not to be denied 
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Ch. i, § 2. Aetiulks of Kemoiuk. 21 

to auch as fall into siu after justification ; 
after we have received tlio Holy Ghost, we 
may depart from grace given, and fall into 
sin, and, lay the grace of God, rise again and 
amend our lives. And therefore they are to 
be oondemued who say they can no move 
sill as long sa they live here; or deny the 
plane of forgiveness to such as truly repent. 

XIII. Of the Church. 

The visible Church of Christ is a con- 
gregation of faithful men, in which the 
pure word of God is preached, and the 
sacrp.menta duly administered, according to 
Christ's ordinance, in all those things that 
of necessity are requisite to the snme, 

XIV. OfPurgaUry. 

The Romish doctrine concerning pnrg^i- 
tory, pardon, worshiping, and adoration, 
as well of images as of relics, and also in- 
vocation of saints, is a fond thing, vainly 
invented, and grounded upon no warrant of 
Scripture, butrepugnanttothe word of God. 

XV. Of ffpedkAn'g in the Congregation in 

»uch a TongTiS at the People underttand. 

It is a tiling plainly repugnant to the 

word of God, and the custom of the primi- 
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SS Akticles of EsLieiON, Part I, 

live CLurcIi, to have public prayer in the 
Cliurch, or to Tnioister the sacraraeDts, in 
a tongue not understood by the people. 

XVI. Of the Saeramettts. 

Sacrameute, ordained of Christ, are Liot 
only badges or tokens of Christian men's 
[irofession ; but rather they are eei-tain 
signs of grace, and God's good will towanl 
us, by tlie which he doth work inyisibly in 
us, and doth not only quicken, but ^so 
strengthen and confirm our faith in him. 

There are two sacraments ordained of 
Christ our Lord in the Gospel ; that is to 
sny. Baptism and the Supper of the Lord. 

Those five commonly called sacramenls, 
that is to say, conflrmation, penance, orders, 
matrimony, and extreme unction, are not 
to be connted for sacraments of the Gospel, 
being such as have portly grown out of the 
corrupt following of the apostles; and 
pai-tlj are states of life allowed in the 
Scriptures, but yet have not the like nature 
of Baptism and the Lord's Supper, becaaso 
tliey have not any visible sign or ceremony, 
ordfljued of God. 

These sacraments were not ordained of 
Olirist to be gazed upon^ or to be carried 
about; but that we should duly use Oiem, 
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Ch.i,g2. Aetiolbs or Ebligion, 23 

And itt such only as worthily receive the 
same, they have a wholesome effect or 
operation : hut they that receive thera tm- 
worthiiy, purchase to themselves condem- 
nation, as St, Paul saith. 1 Oor. li, 29. 

XVII. O/BaptUm. 
Baptism is not only a sign of profession, 
and niarii; of difference, whereby Chiislaans 
art) distinguished from others that aje not 
baptized ; but it is also a sign of regenera- 
tion, or the new birth. The haptiam of 
young children is to be retained in tliO 
Church. 

XVIIL Of the Lord'd Supper. 

The Supper of the Lord is not only a 
sign of the love that Christians ought to 
bave among themselves one to another, 
but rather is a sacrament of our redemp- 
tion by Christ's death ; iasomnch that, to 
such as rightly, worthily, and with faith 
receive the same, the bread which we break 
ia a partaliing of the body of Ohriat ; and 
liltewise the cup of blessing is a partaliiag 
of the blood of Christ. 

Transuljstantiation, or the change of the 
6ui)stance of bread and wine in the Supper 
of our Lord, cannot be proved by Holy Writ, 
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but is repugnant to the plain worila of 
Scripture, overthroweth the nature of a 
sacrament, and hath given occasion to 
many saperatitiona. 

The body of Chrifit ia given, taken, and 
eaten in the Sapper, only after a lieavenly 
and apiritaal manner. And the means 
whereby tlie body of Obrist ia received and 
eaten in tbe Sapper, is faith. 

The sacrament of the Lord's Sapper wa.-^ 
not by Christ's ordinance reserved, carrieil 
abont, lifted np, or worsliiped. 

XIS. 0/ both Kinds. 
The Clip of the Lord is not to be denied 
td the lay people ; for both the parts of 
tlie Loi'd's Supper, by Chriat's ordinance 
and commandment, ought to be adminis- 
tered to all Christians alike. 

XX. Of the one Oblatiim of Christ, Jiniahed 
upon, the Cro » 

The offen g of CI r t^ onpe n jde g 
that perfect redempt or prop t at on an 1 
lat afact on tor all the aina of the wh le 

orld lioth or gmal and actual and there 
la none other sat sfoct on f r s n but th t 
alone. Wberefore the sacrifice of masses. 
in the which it is commonly said that the 
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priest doth offer Christ for the quick and 
the dead, to have remission of pain or guilt, 
is ft blaj^hemous fable, and dungerous 
deceit. 

XSI. Of the Marriage of Mirmtera. 
The ininistei'3 of Christ are Bot com- 
manded bj God's law either to vow the 
estate of single life, or to abstain from 
marriage: therefore it is lawful for them, 
as for all other Christians, t« jnarry at 
their own discretion, as they shall judge 
the same to serve best to godliness. 



J that rites and cere- 

esactly alike ; for they have been always 
different, and may be changed according to 
the diversity of countries, times, and men's 
manners, so that nothing be ordained 
i^inst God's word. Whosoever, through 
his private judgment, willingly and pur- 
posely doth openly break the rites and 
ceremonies of the Church to which he 
belongs, which are not repugnant to the 
word of God, and are ordained and ap- 
proved by common authority, ought to ba 
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26 ARTioLBa OF EflLieioif. Part I, 

rebnked openly, that others may fear to dt 
tlie like, as one that oSendeth against the 
common order of the Ohnrch, and wound 
eth the conacienoea of weak brethren. 

Eyery particnlar Chnrch may ordfun, 
ihange, or abolish rites and ceremonies, so 
Jiat all things may be done to edification. 

SXni. Of the Rulers of tU UniUd State* 
of America. 

The president, the cohgress, the general 
assemblies, the governors, and the conncib 
of state, as the delegates of the people, are 
the rulers of the United States of America, 
according to the division of power made to 
them by the Constitution of tlie United 
States, and by the constitutions of tlicir 
respective states. And the said states are 
a sovereign and independent nation, and 
oaght not to be subject to any foreign 
jurisdiction.* 

* As far as it roepeots <ayil sflyrs, we believa 
it the duty of ChriBtiana, and espoiaaJly all 
(Jhristaan minieters, to be subject to Ito Bupreme 
authority of the oonntrj where they may reside, 
and to uaaalllaudable means to enjoin obedience 
to the powers that be ; and therefore it is expect- 
ed that all our preaoherB aod people, wLo may 
ho tinder the British or any other gcvernment, 
will behave themselves aa peaceable and orderj 
■ubjeets. 
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XXIV. Of Okrhtian Men's Good*. 
The ricliea and goods of Christians are 

lot common, as touching the right, title, 
and possession of the same, as some do 
taiaely boast. Notwithstanding, every man 
ought, of such tilings as he poseesseth, 
liberally to pve alma to the poor, accord- 
ing to his ability. 

XXV. 0/a Christian Man's OaU. 
As we confess thatvnin and nsh awear 

ing is forbidden Christian men by onr 
Lord Jesoa Christ and James his apo'stlf, 
si> we .judge that the Christian religion 
doth not prohibit, but that a man may 
swear when the magistrate requireth, in n 
cause of faith and charity, so it be done 
according to tJie prophet's teaching, in 
justice, judgment, and truth. 

SECTION III, 
The General Rules, 



(1) Is the latter end of the year 1T80, 
eight or ten persona came to Mr. Wesley in 
London, who appeared to be deeply con- 
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siucod of sin, and earnestly gi'oaning foi 
redemption. They desired (as did two or 
three more the nest day) that he wonid 
spend gome time with them in prayer, and 
advise them how to flee from the wrath to 
come ; which tliey saw eontinually hang- 
ing over their heads. Tliat he might have 
more time for this great work, he appoint- 
ed a day when they might all oorae togetli- 
er; which from thenceforward they did 
every week, namely, on Th/wrsday, in tlie 
evening. To these, and as many more h> 
desired to join with them, (for their num- 
ber increased daily,) he gave those advices 
from time to time which he jndged most 
needfol for them ; and they always con- 
cluded their meeting with prayer suited to 
their several necessities. 

(3) Tills was the rise of the Usitbd So- 
oiBTY, first in Europe, and then in Ameriai. 
Such a society is no other than " a com- 
pany of men having the form and seeking 
the power of godliness, united in order to 
fray together, to reeeive the word of ex- 
hortaUon, and to watek oter one another in 
love, that they may help each other to MOfi 
*u( their mhation." 

(8) That it may the more easily he dis- 
cerned whether they are indeed working 
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out tlieli' own saltation, each society IH 
ilivided into smaller comjianiea, called 
classes, according to their respective places 
of abode. There are about twelve persons 
in a class ; one of whom is styled the lead' 
er. It is hiiS duty,

(4) There is only one condition previous- 
y reqnired of those who desire admission 
into these societies, "a desire to flee from 
the wrath to come, and to he saved from 

tlie poor are generally numeroun, and Church 
avpcuseB couaiderable 
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tLeir ans." But wherever Uiis is really 
liied in the soul, it will be shown by its 
fi'nits. It is therefore expected of all who 
coutione therein, that thej should continue 
to evidence their desire of salvation, 

First, By doing no harm, by avoiding 
evil of every kind, especially that which is 
moat generally practiced ; such as, 

The tflMng of the name of God in vain. 

The profaningtheday of theLord, either 
by doing ordinary work tljerein, or by buy- 
ing or gelling. 

Dmnkenness, baying or selling spiritu- 
ous liquors, or drinking them, unless in 
cases of estreme necessity. 

The hiying and selling of men, women, 
and childreTi, with an inUntiofi to enalam 
ihefa. 

Fighting, quarreling, brawling, bi'otJier 
going to law with brother ; returning evil 
for evil; or railing for railing; the imng 
many tcoTds in buying or selling. 

The hvying or telling goodi fhathaieenot 
paid the duty. 

The giving or taking thing*, on taury 
that is, unlawfui interest. 

Unehaa-itahle or uTiproJltdble conversa- 
tion; particularly speaking evil of magis- 
tratee or <^ ministers. 
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Doing to others as we would not they 

should do unto us. 

Doing what we know is not for the glory 

of God ; as, 
The putting on of gold and cottly ap- 

The taMng mich dinertione as cannot be 
coed in the name of the Lord Jesns. 

The einging those aorigi, or reading those 
6iWjf», which do not tend to the knowledge 
01' love of God, 

Softness and needless self-indulgence. 

Laying np treasure upon earth. 

Borrowing without a probability of paj- 
ing; or taking up goods without a pi-oba- 
bility of paying for them. 

(5) It is expected of all who couliuue m 
these societies, that tliey ahoald oontinne 
to evidence their desire of salvation, 

Secondly, By doing good ; hy being iii 
every kind merciful after their power; as 
they have opportunity, doing good of 
every possible sort, and, as far as possible, 
to all men. 

To tlieir bodies, of the ability which God 
giTef]], by giving food to the hungry, by 
clothing the naked, by visiting or helping 
them tiiat are sick or in prison. 

To their souls, by instructing, reproving. 
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or eiborting all we Lave any iotercourse 
witli , trampling under foot that enthusias- 
tic doctrine, that " we are not to do good 
unless our JiearU he free to it.'" 

By doing good, especiatly to them that 
are of the household of faith, or groaning 
MO to be, emidoying them jireferahly to 
others; baying one of anotlier; helping 
each otlici' )n lousiness ; and so much the 
more because tlio world will love its own, 
and them only. 

By ail possible diligence and frugality, 
that the Gospel be not blamed. 

By running with patience the race which 
ia set before them, denying themsehe», and 
taUng up tJmr cross daily; Bubmitting to 
bear the reproach of Christ, to be as the 
filth and offecouring of the world; and 
looking that men should say all manner of 
eo-il of them fairly for the Lord^a saie. 

(6) It is expected of all who desire to 
continue in these societi^ that they should 
evidence their desire of salva- 



Thirdlf, By attending. upon all the ordi- 
nances of God : such are, 

The public worship of God : 

The ministry of the word, either read or 
espounded ' 
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The Supper of tie Lord ; 

Family and private prayer : 

Searching the Scriptures ; and 

Fasting or abstinence. 

CO These are the general rules of our 
societies; all which we are taught of Cfod 
to observe, even in his written word, which 
is the only mle, and the sufficient mle, 
both of oor faith and practice. And all 
these we know his Spirit writes on truly 
awakened hearts. If there be any among 
us who observe them not, who habitnaily 
break any of them, let it be Itnown unto 
them who watch over that soul as they 
who must give an acconnt. We will ad- 
monish hira of the error of his ways. 
We will bear ■with Mm for a season. But 
if then he repent not, he hath no more 
place among us. We have delivered our 
own souls, 

SECTION IV. 
Slatiry. 
Quest. What shall be done for the extir- 
pation of the evil of slavery S 

jlnsw. We declare that we are as much 
as ever convinced of the great evil of 
Slavery. We believe that the buying, sell- 
ing, or holding of human beings, to be 
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used 83 oTiattels, is contrary to the laws of 
God and nature, and inconsistent with tlie 
Golden Rule and with that Eule in our 
Discipline which requires all who desire t« 
continue among us to "do no harm," and 
to "avoid evil of every kind." We there- 
fore affectionately admonish all our Preach- 
ers and people to keep themselves pure 
from thia great evil, and to seek its extir- 
pation hy all lawful and Christian means.

CHAPTER I. 

THE CONFESENCES. 

SECTION I. 
TU General Conference. 

Qumt. "Who shall compose the General 
Conference, and what are the regnlationa 
and powers belonging to it? 

Atow.I. The General Conference shall be 
composed of one member for every thirty 
members of each Annual Conference, to be 
appointed either bj seniority or choice, at 
the discretion, of such Annual Conference, 
yet so that such representatives shall have 
traveled at least four foil calendar years 
from, the time that they were received on 
trial by an Annnal Conference, and are in 
full connection at tlie time of holding the 
Conference. 

2. The General Conference shall meet 
on the first day of May, in the year of our 
Lord 1812, in the city of New York, and 
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thenceforward on the first day of May once 
in four years perpetually, in such place or 
places as sliaU be fised on by tlie General 
Conference from time to time ; bnt the gen- 
eral superintendents, or a nnyority of them, 
by or with the advice of two thirds of all 
the Annnal Conferences, or, if there be no 
general superintendent, two thirds of all 
the Annual Conferences, shall have power 
to call an extra session of the General Con- 
ference at any time, to be constituted in 
tlie usual way. 

3, At all times when the General Con- 
ference is met, it shall take two thirds of 
the representatives of all the Annual Con- 
ferences to make a qnonim for transacting 

4, One of the general superintendents 
shall preside in the General Conference; 
bat in case no general superintendent be 
present, the General Conference shall choose 
a president pro tern. 

5, The General Conference shall have 
full powers to make rules and regulations 
for our Church, ander the following limita- 
tions and restrictions, namely t 

1. The General Conference shall not re- 
voke, alter, or change our articles of 
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Religion, nor establish any new standards 
or rules of doctrine contrary to oiir pres- 
ent existing and established standards of 
doctrine. 

2. Tliey shall not allow of more than one 
I'epresentative for every fourteeo mem- 
bers of the Annual Conference, nor aUow 
of a iess number than one for every 
forty-five; Provided, nevertheless, that 
when there shall be in any Annnal Con- 
ference a fraction of two thirds the num- 
ber which shall be fixed for the ratio of 
representation, such Annnal Conference 
shall be entitled to an additional delegate 
for snch fraction; and provided, also, 
that no Conference shall be denied the 
privilege of two delegates. 

3. They shall not change or alter any part 
or rule of onr government, so aa to do 
away episcopacy, or destroy the plan of 
our itinerant general superlntendency. 

4. They shall not revoke or change the 
General Rules of the United Societies. 

5. They shall not do away the privileges 
of our ministers or preachers, of trial by 
a committee, and of ah appeal; neither 
shall they do nway the privileges of our 
members, of trial before the society, or 
by a committee, and of an appeal.

which they cannot see the Lord. And re- 
member! a Methodist preacher is to mind 
every point, great and small, in the Meth- 
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odist Discipline ! Therefore you mill need 
to esercise all the sense and grace you

As snch, it IS your dnty to employ your 
time in the manner in which we direct: 
in preaching, nnd visiting from honse to 
honse; in reading, meditation, and prayer.

Do you asfc everywhere, Have you family 
prayer! Do you ask individuals. Do you 
use private prayer, every morning and 
evening in particulai-! 

S. Searching the Scriptures, by 

(1.) Reading: constantly, some part of 
every day; regularly, all the Bible in or- 
der; carefully, with notes; seriously, wiik 
prayer betbre and after; fruitfully, imme- 
diately practicing what you learn there! 

(2.) Meditating: At set times! Byrule!

(8) Do 
you use only that kind, and that degree of 
drink, which is hest both for your body 
and soul? (4) Do you choose and use 
water for your common drink ? And only 
take wine medicinally or sacramentally ?

against those Things that are so eoramon 

to Professors, <md enfoTcing Practical 

Meligion. 

Quest. 1. How can we fnrtier assist 
those under our care ? 

AnKie. By instructing them at their own 
houses. What unspeakable need is there 
of thisi Tlie world says, '^The Methodists 
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aire no letter than othm- people.'''' This is 
not true in the general: but, I. Personal 
reli^on, either toward God or man, is too 
superficial among ua. We can tut just 
touch on a few particulars. How little 
fiuth is there among us ! How little com- 
munion with God! How little living in 
heaven, walking in eternity, deadness to 
every creature I How much love of the 
world! Desire of pleasure, of ease, of get- 
ting money! How little brotherly love I 
What continual judging one another ! 
What gossiping, evil- speaking, tale-bear- 
ing 1 What want of moral honesty! To 
instance only one particular; Who does as 
he would be done by in buying and soiling? 

3. Family religion is wanting in many 
branches. And what avails publio preach- 
ing alone, though we could preach like 
angels! We must, yea, every traveling 
preacher must instruct tlie people from 
house to house. Till this be done, and 
that in good earnest, Methodists will be no 
better. 

Our religion is not eufficiently deep, 
universal, uniform; but superficial, partial, 
nneven. It will be so till we spend half as 
much time in this visiting as we now do in 
talking naeleasly. Can we find a better 
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method of doing this than Mr. Baxter's? 
If not, let n3 adopt it without delay. His 
whole tract, entitled Qildas SiManus; or, 
The Eeformed Piutor, is wi^l worth a 
oareftil pernaal. Speaking of this visiting 
from house to house, he says, (p. 351,) 
" We shall find many hinderanc«a, both in 
ourselves and the people." 

1. In ourselves there is much dnllnes: 
and laziness, so that there will be much 
ado to get ns to he foithfnl in the work. 

2. "We have a base, maa-pleasing temper, 
so that we let them perish rather than 
lose their love ; we let them go quietly to 
hell lest we should offend them 

3. Some of us have a foolish ba'ihfulneiS 
We know not how to be^n and hlu«h tc 
fiontradict the devil. 

4. Bnt the greater hinderanL* la w eaknei' 
of fhith. Our whole motion is weat., he 
cause the spring of it is weak. 

5. Lastly, we are nnskillful in the work. 
How few know how to deal with men, so 
as to get within them, and suit all onr dis- 
course to their several conditions and tem- 
pers; to ohoose the fittest subjects, and fol- 
low them witli a holy mixture of serious- 
ness, terror, love, and meekness! 

Bat nndonbtedly this private application 
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is implied in those solemn words of the 
apostle; "I charge tliee before God and 
the Lord Jesns Christ, who shall Jndge the 
qnick and tlie dead at his appeariog, preach 
the word ; be instant in season, out of sea- 
son ; reprove, rebuke, exhort, with all long- 
suffering." 

O brethren, if wo could but set this work 
on foot in all onr societies, and prosecnte 
it zealously, what glOry would redound to 
God I If the common Inkewarmness were 
bonisbetl, and every shop, and every 
house, busied in speaking of the word 
and works of God, sorely God would 
dwell in onr habitations, and inake us his 
delight. 

And this is absolutely necessary to the 
welfare of our people, some of whom nei- 
ther repent nor believe to this day. Look 
round, and see how many of them are still 
in apparent danger of damnation. And 
how can you walk and talk, and be merry 
with such people, when yon know their 
case? When you look them in the face, 
you shonld break forth into tears, as the 
prophet did when he looked upon Hazael, 
and then set on them with the most vehe- 
ment exhortations. 0, for God's sake, and 
the sake of poor souls, bestir yourselves. 
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and spare no paina that may conduce to 
their Balvation! What cause havo we to 
Weed before the Lord that we have so long 
neglected this good work I If we liad but 
engaged in it sooner, how many more 
might have been brought to Christ I And 
how much holier and hajipicr might our 
societies ha\e becu before now! And 
why might we not have done it sooner? 
There were many hinderances ; and so there 
always will be. But the greatest liiador- 
ance is in ourselves, in our littleness of 
iaith and love. 

But it is objected, I. "This will take np 
so much lime we shall not have leisure to 
follow our studies." We answer 1 Gain 
ing knowledge is a good thing, but siving 
souls is a better. 3. By this veij thing 
you will gwn the moat excellent knowledge, 
that of God and eternity, 3 Ton will 
have time for gaining other knowledge 
too. Only sleep no more than you need ; 
"^ and never be idle, or triflingly employed," 
But, 4, If yon can do but one, let yont 
studies alone. We ought to throw by all 
the libraries in the world, rather than be 
guilty of the loss of one soul. 

It U objected, II. " The people will not 
submit to it." If some will not, otlvers 
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will. And tie snocess with them will re- 
pay all jonr labor. O let as herein follow 
the example of St. Paal 1 1. For our gen- 
eral business, Setting the Lord iiitS. all hu- 
mility of mind: 2. Onr special work, Take 
heed to ycfursekes, and to aU the fioek: 
8. Onr doctrine, R^entaiiee tovjard God, 
and faith toward out Lord Jesut Christ: 
4. The place, I have taught you puiliely, 
and from house to home: 5. The object 
and manner of teaching, I eeaeed not to 
icani every one, night arid day, with tears: 
6. His innocence and seit^enial herein, I 
hme coveted no man's siher or gold : Y. His 
patience, Neither count I my life dear unto 
myself. And among all other motives let 
these be ever before onr eyes; 1. The 
Ohureh of Gad, which he hath purchased 
with his own hlood: 3. Grieeovs wohes 
ehaU enter in; yea, of yourselves shall men 
arise, speaking perverse things. 

Write this npon yonr hearts, and it will 
do jon more good than twenty years' 
study. Then you will have no timfe to 
spare; you will have work enough. Then 
likewise no preacher w ill stay with, us who 
is 09 salt that has lost its savor. For to 
such this employment would be mere 
drudgery. And in order to it, you will 
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have need of all the knowledge you can 
procure, and grace joii can attain. 

The sum is, Go into every house in 
course, and tench every one therein, joung 
and old, to be Christians inwardly and out- 
wardly; make every particular plain to 
their uuderehindinga ; £z it in their minds; 
write it on their hearts. In oi-der to this, 
there must be line npon line, precept upon 
precept. What patience, what love, what 
knowledge, is requisite for this I We must 
needs do this, were it only to avoid idle- 
ness. Do we not loiter away many hoars 
in every week! Each try himself; no 
idleness is consistent with a growth in 
grace. Nay, without exactness in redeem- 
ing time, you cannot retain the grace yon 
receive in justification. 

Qu£st. 2. Why are we not more holy? 
Why do we not live in eternity! Walk 
with God all the day long? Why are we 
not all devoted to God! Breathing the 
whole spirit of missionaries! 

Anmn. Chiefly because we are enthusi- 
asts ; looking for the end without using the 
means. .To touch only npon two or three 
instances : Who of us rises at four, or even 
at Ave, when we do not preach? Do we 
know tiie obligation and benefit of fasting 
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or abstinence ! How often do we praotico 
it f The neglect of tiiis alone is sufficient 
to account for oar feebleness and faintness 
of spirit. We are continually gi'ieving the 
Holy Spirit of God by the habitual neglect 
of a [Jain duty. Let us amend from this

Anmo. 1. By the Annnal Conference. 

3. In the interral of the Conference, by 
a Bishop, or the Presiding Elder of the dis- 
trict, until the sitting of the Conference. 

But no one shall b« received nnless he 
first procure a recommendation from the 
Quarterly Conference of hia circuit or sta- 
tion. We may then, if he give ns satisfaction, 
receive him on trial But before any such 
candidate is received on trial, or into fiiU 
connection, or ordained Deacon or Elder, 
he siiall give satLsfactory evidence respect- 
ing his knowledge of those partiealar sub- 
jects which have been recommended to his 
consideration. 

When a Preacher's name is not printed 
in the Minutes, he must receive a written 
license from a Bishop or Presiding Elder, 

Observe 1 taking on trial is entirely dif- 
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ferent from admitting a Preaelier into full 
connection. One on trial may be either 
admitted or rejected, withont doing liim 
any wrong: otherwise it would be no trial 
at all. 

At each Annual Conference, those who 
are received on trial, or are admitted into 
full connection, ehall be asked wljether 
they are willing to deTot* themselves to 
the missionary work; and a list of the 
names of all those who are willing to do 
80 shall he taken and reported to the Cor- 
responding Secretary of the Missionary So- 
ciety; and all such shall he considered as 
ready and willing to be employed as mis- 
sionaries whenever called for hy either of 
the Bishops.

jinsM. Aftor solemn faatmg and prayer,

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faith in Christ ? Are jon going on to per- 
fection ! Do jou expect to be made perfect 
in love in this hfe? Are you groaning 
after it! Are youresolTed to devote your- 
self wholly to God and his work ? Do you 
know the rules of society? Do you keep 
them? Do yoii constantly attend the sac- 
rament! Have yon read the form of Dis- 
cipline J Are you willing to conform to 
it? Have yon considered tlie rules of a 
Preacher, (see § 3, pp. 61-63,) especially the 
first, tenth, and twelfth? WiJi you keep 
them for conscience' sake! Are you de- 
termined to employ all your time in the 
work of God! Will you endeavor not to 
speak too long or too loud ? Will you dil- 
igently instruct the children in every place ! 
Will you visit from house to house ! Will 
you i-ecommend fasting, or abstinence, hoth 
hy precept and example! Are you in 
deht! 

Then if lie give us satisfaction, after he 
has heen employed two successive years ia 
the regular itinerant work on circuits, in 
stations, or in our inatitiitiocs of learning, 
which ia to commence from his being re- 
ceived on trial at the Annual Conference, 
and being approved by tJie Annual Con- 
ference, and examined by the President of 
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the Conference, lie may be leeeieil into 
iiill coiinection

Amw.l. The Quarterly Conference shall 
have authority to license proper persona 
to preach, and renew their license annnal- 
]j, when, in the judgment of said Confer- 
ence, their gifts, grace, and usefulness will 
warrant such renewal ; to recommend suit- 
able candidates to the Annual Conference 
for Deacons' or Eldera' ordera in the local 
connection, for admission on trial in the 
traveling connection; and to try, suspend, 
espel, or acquit any Local Preacher in the 
cironit or station, against whom charges 
may be brought Provided, that no person 
shall be licensed to preach without the 
recommendation of the society of which 
he is a mem.bep, or of a Leaders' Meeting; 
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and no member of the Church shall be at 
liberty to preach without such license. 
Nor ehall any one he licensed to preach, 
01" recommended to the Aimual Conference 
to trayol, or for ordination, without first 
being examined ia the Qaarterly OoDfer- 
ence on the subject of doctrines and disci- 
pline. 

3. Evei-y Local Elder, Deacon, or Preach- 
er shall be amenable to the Quarterly Con- 
ference where he resides for his Christian 
cliaracter and the fwthful performance of 
Ms ministerial office. He shall have his 
naine recorded on the journal of said Con- 
ference, and also enrolled on a class-paper, 
and sliall meet in class; and in neglect of 
the above duties, the Quarterly Conference, 
if they judge it proper, may deprive him 
of his ministerial office. And when a 
preacher is located, or discontinued by au 
Annual Conference, he shall be amenable 
to the Quarterly Conference of the cireuit 
or station where he had his last appoint- 

3. Whenever any Elder, Deacon, or 
Preacher shall remore from one circuit or 
station to another, he shall procure trom 
the Presiding Elder of the district, or from 
the preacher having charge, a certificate of 
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Lis official standing in tie Oliurch at the 
tirao of hia removal, without which lie shall 
not be received as a Local Proachei' in other 
places. 

4. The Presiding Elders and the Preach- 
ers in charge are required so t* arrange 
the appointment, wherever it is practica- 
ble, as to give the Local Preachers regular 
and sjstematic emploj-ment on the Sab- 
bath.

Tlie preacher having the charge 
of the circuit shall hare the right of nomi- 
natton ; bnt the Quai-t^rly Conference shall 
confirm op reject snob nomination. The 
Stewards so appointed shall hold ofBoe for 
one year, bnt may be rea.ppointed in lilse 
manner from year to ye,!r. 

Que^t. 3. "What are the duties of Stewards ? 

Answ. To take an esact account of all 
the money or other provisions collected for 
the support of Preachers in the circuit or 
station, and apply the same as the Disci- 
pline directs ; to make an accurate return 
of every expenditnre of money, whether 
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to the preachers, the sicl:, or the poor ; to 
seek the needy and distressed in order to 
relieve and comfort them ; to inform the 
Preachers of any sick or disorderly per- 
sons ; to tell the preaohera what they think 
wrong ia them; to attend the quarterly 
meetings of their circuit, and leaders' meet- 
ings; to give advice, if asked, in planning 
the circnit ; to attend committees for the 
application of money to Clmrohes; to give 
connsel in matters of arbitration ; provide 
elements for the Lord's Supper ; Ur write 
circular letters to the societies in the cir- 
cnit to he more liberal, if need be ; as also 
to Jet them know, when occasion requires, 
the state of the temporal conceins at the 
last qoai'terly meetmg 

Qveat. 4, To whom are Stewards ao- 
eonntable for the faithful performance of 
their dnty ? 

Anaw!. To the Quarterly Oonferenceof the 
circuit or station, which shall have povfer 
to dismiss or change them at pleasure. 

Queet. 5. What number of Stewards are 
necessary in each circnit ? 

Ansm. Not less than three nor more than 
nine, one of whom shall be appointed Re- 
cording Steward by the Quarterly Confer- 
ence after each annual election.

CHAPTER L 



SECTION I. 
The Trial of a Bkliop. 

Que$t. 1. To whom is a Bishop amenable 
for his conduct? 

Anuo. To the General Conference, who 
have power to expel him for improper cm- 
(Inot, if they see it necessary. 

Queit. 3, "WTiat provision aliall be made 
for the trial of a Bishop, if he should be ac- 
cused of immorality in the interval of the 
General Confereacef 

AnatB. If a Bishop be accused of immo- 
rality, three Traveling Elders shall call up- 
on liira, and examine him on the subject; 
and if the three Eldera verily believe that 
the Bishop is guilty of the crime, they shaE 
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call to their aid two Preskliiig Eldera from 
tivo districts in the neighborhood of that 
ivhere tlie crime was committed, eacli of 
whicli Pi-esiding Elders shaJl hriog with 
liim two Elders, or an Elder and & Deacon. 
The above-menlioned nine persons shall 
form a Conference, to examine into thq 
charge brought against the Bishop ; and if 
two thirds of them eerily believe him to 
be gnilty of the crime laid to his charge, 
they shall have authority to suspend the 
Bishop till the ensuing General Conference, 
and the districts shall be regulated in the 
mean time as is provided in part ii, chap, i, 
§ 3, and part ii, chap, ii, § 14 ; bnt no ac- 
cusation shall be received against a Bishop 
escept it he delivered in writing, signed by 
those who are to prove the crime ; and a 
copy of the accusation shall be given to the 
accused Bishop. 

SECTION II, 

The Method o/I'TCceeding against accused

Quest. 1. Tfhat shall be done when an 
Elder, Deacon, or Preacher ia under report 
of being guilty oi some ei-ime expressly for-

irom tlie kingd im of grace and glory t 
^^^ Ansa 1 In the mtcrva! of the 
Annual Conference, let the Preaid 
mg Elder, in the ahsen(,e of i Bishop call 
as many tra\eling ministers as he ^liall 
tlimk fit at least three and if pcnsible, 
brin^ the accused and the accu^r face to 
face and causn a correct record oi the 
invent i{,if ion to he tei t and transmitted 
to the Annual Conference If the per- 
son ta clearly ooniicted, he «ha!l he sua 
ponded from all minstenal bcnice^ and 
Chnrch privileges nntil the ensuing Annual 
Conference, at which his ease shall he fully 
considered and determined. But if the 
accused be a Presiding Elder, three of the 
senior Preachers of his district shall inquire 
into the character of the report, and if they 
judge it necessary, call in the Presiding 
Elder of any aiyoining district, who shall 
appoint a Committee of fiye Elders from 
within the hounds of the Annual Confer- 
ence of which the accused is a member, 
and also pi-eside at the esamination. 

If the accused and aeonser cannot he 
hronght face to face, hut the supposed de- 
linq^ucnt flees from trial, it shall he received 
as a presumptiye proof of guilt ; and out of 
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the mouth of two or three witnesses he stall 
he condemned. Nevertheless, even in that 
case, the Annual Conference shall recon- 
sider and determine tlio wliole matter. 
And if the accnsed be a superannuated 

pi'eacher, Bving out of the superanniiatBa 

bounds of the Conference of ^"Miior. 
which he is a member, he shall be held re- 
sponsible to tlie Annual Conterence within 
whosebounds he may reside, who shall have 
power to try, acquit, suspend, locate, or 
expel him in the same manner as if he were 
a member of the sfud Conference. 

2. Jf the charge he preferred at the Con- 
ference, the case may be referred to a com- 
mittee, in the presence of a Presiding 
Elder or a member appointed by the Bishop 
in his stead, who shall cause a faithftd 
record of the proceedings and testamony to 
be laid before the Conference; on which, 
with snch other evidence as inay be admit- 
ted, the case sliall be decided. 

Quest. 2. What shall be done in cases of 
improper tempers, words, or actions!

contracts, and cireurastancea of the sup- 
posed delinqnent-, and if^ in their opinion, 
he has behaved dishonestly, or contracted 
debts without the probability of paying, let 
the case be disposed of according to the 
answer of question one of this section. 

Qv^t. i. What slrall be done with those 
ministers or preachers who hold and dis- 
seminate, pnblicly or privately, doctrines 
which are contrary to onr Articlea of 
Religion! 

Arwe. Let the same process be observed 
Sf^^M^ as in case of gross immorality: 
suitrUiGg. but if the minister or preacher 
so offending do solemnly eng^e not to 
; snch erroneous doctrines in 
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public or in private, lie siidl be borne 
with, tin his OHse be laid before the nest 
Arninal Conference, which shall determine 
the matter. 

^ws!. 5. What sliall be done when a 
Traveling Minister is accnsetl of being so 
unacceptable, inefficient, or secnlar, as to 
be no longer naefnl in hi* wort ? 

Anno The Conference shill investigate 
the (flie, and if it appear unacoeptaMBUia 
that tlie complaint is wdl ^=™''^'i 
iovmded, and the accused will not volun- 
tarily retire, the Conference may locate 
him without his consent. 

But should the Conference having juris- 
diction in any of the foregoing th*! br 
cases judge it expedient to try co>°™i»'™- 
the accused bj a select number, it may 
appoint not less than nine, nor more tlian 
fifteen of its members for that pnrpose, 
who, in the presence of a Bishop or a chaw- 
man, which the Fi-esident of tiie Confer- 
ence shall appoint, and one or more of the 
Secretaries of the Conference, shall have 
fnll power to consider and determine the 
case according to the rules which govern 
Annual Conferences in such proceedings, 
and they shall make a faithful report of all 
their doings to the Secretary of the Con- 
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fereuce in writing, and deliver up to him 
the bill of charges, the evidenc* taken, 
and the decision rendered, with all other 
doonmenta brought into the trial, 
SECTION III. 
Proceedings against Preachers on Trial. 
A Preacher on trial who may he aconsed 
of crime shall ba acoontitahle to the Quar- 
terly Conference of the circuit on which he 
travelR. The Presiding Elder shall call a 
committee of tliree Local Preachers, who 
may suspend him ; and the Quarterly Con- 
ference may espe! him; neBertheleng, he 
shall have a right to an appeal to the nest 
Annad Conference. 

SECTION IV. 
The Trial of Local Preachers. 
Quest. 1. What shall he done when a 
Local Eider, Deacon, or Preacher is re- 
ported to be guilty of some crime espressly 
forbidden in the word of God, sufficient to 
esclnde a person from the kingdom of grace 
and glory ? 

Ansm. The Preacher having charge 
Anniied of ^hall csU ,1 conimittee, consist- 
™'™' ing of three or more Local 

Preachers, before whom it shall be the 
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duty of tie accused to appear, and by 
whom he shall be acquitted, or, if found 
guilty, suspended until the next Quarterly 
Conference. And the Preacher in chai^ 
shall cause exact minutes of the chargeB, 
testimony, and examination, together with 
the decision of the committee, to be laid 
before the Quarterly Conference, where it 
shall be the duty of the accused to appear. 
If the accused refuse or neglect to appear 
before said committee, he may be tried in 
his absence. 

And the President shall, at the com- 
mencenient of the trial, appoint a Secre- 
tary, who shall take down regular minutes 
of the evidence of the trial; which minutes, 
when read and approved, shall be signed 
by the President, and also by the members 
of the Conference who are present, or a 
majority of them*

SECTION V. 

Trial of an Aeciised Member. 

I. FoK Immoral Cosduct, 

Quest. 1, How shall an accused member 

be brought to trial ? 

Atuw. Before a committee of not less 
than Ave, who shall not bo members of the 
Quarterly Conference, (and if the preacher 
jndge it necessary, he may select the com- 
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mittee from anj' part of the district,) in the 
presence of the preacher ia charge, who 
sliall preside ia the trial, and cause exa«t 
minutes of the evidence and proceedings 
in the case to be taken. In the selection 
of the committee, the parties may challenge 
for canse. 

If the accused person be found guilty by 
the decision of a m^ority of the committee, 
and the crime be such as is expressly for- 
bidden hj the word of Grod, sufficient to 
exclude a person from the kingdom of graoe 
and glory, let the preacher in charge expel 

If the accused peraon evade a trial, by 
absenting himself after sufficient notice 
given him, he may be tried In his abseEoe, 
and if found guilty he shall be expelled. 

II. Nhqlbot of the Meajjs of Geacb. 

Quest. 2. Wliat shall we do with those 
membei-s of our Church who habitually 
neglect the means of grace, such aa the 
public worship of God, the Supper of the 
Lord, family and private prayer, searching 
the Scriptures, class-meetings, and prayer- 
meetings ! 

A71SW, 1, Let the Elder, Deacon, or one 
of the Preachers visit them whenever it is 
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praoticiible, and explain to tLem the conse- 
quence if they continue to neglect. 

2. If thej do not amend, let him who 
has the charge of the circuit or station 
bring their case before the Society, or a 
select numbei", before whom they shall have 
been cited to appear ; and if they be found 
guiitj of willful neglect by a decision of a 
majority of the members before whom their 
case is brought, let them be escluded. 

III. Impkudest Conduct. 
But in oases of neglect of duties of any 
kind, impnident conduct, indulging sinful 
tempers or words, the buying, selling, or 
using intoxioatuig liquors as a beverage, or 
disobedience to the order and discipline of 
the Church; first, let private reproof be 
given by a preacher or leader, and if there 
he an acltnowledgment of the fault, and 
proper humiliation, the person may be 
boruf with. On a second offense, the 
prear-her or leader may take one or two 
faithful friends. On a third offense let him 
be brought to trial, and if found guilty, 
and there be no sign of real humiliation, 
he shall be expelled. 
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IV. Foe Dissension, 
If a member of our Church shall he 
accused of endeavoring to bow dissensions 
in any of onr societies, hy inveighmg against 
eitliei our doctnnes or discipline, the pn 
son 90 offending shall first he reproved hy 
the pieachei in cliai^e, and if he peiMst 
in such pernicious practices, he shall he 
broUjjht to trial, and if found guilt), ei

Qtiest a How shall disputes between 
members ot our Church, concerning busi 
aess ti insflctions, t c settled ? 

Ansv). 1. On any disagreement between 
two or more merabei-s of our Church, con- 
cerning business transactions which can- 
not be settled by the parties, the preacher 
in charge shall inquire into the circum- 
stances of the case, and shall recommend 
to the parlies it reference, consisting of two 
arbiters cliosen by the plaintiff, and two 
chosen by the defendant, which four arbi- 
ters so chosen shall nominate a fifth ; the 
five ai'biters being members of our Church. 

If either party refiise to abide their judg- 
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nient he shall be brought to trial, and if 
he fail to show sufficient cause for such re- 
fosal he shall be expelled. 

3. If any member of (mv Church shall 
refuse, in cases of debt or other dis- 
putes, to refer the matter to arbitration 
when recommended bj the preacher in 
charge, or shall enter into a lawsuit with 
another member before these measure are 
taken, he shall be brought to trial, and if 
he fail to show that the case is of snch a 
natnre as to require aud justify a process at 
law he shall bo espelled. 



Quest. 4. What shall be done in cases 
of inaolvenoj ? 

Amm. 1, The preachers who have the 
oversight of civcuitg and stations are re- 
quired to exeout* all our rules fully and 
strenuously agmnst all frauds, and particu- 
larly against dishonest insolvencies; suffer- 
ing none to retnaia in oui- Church on any 
account who are found guilty of any 

2. To prevent scandal, when any of our 
members taM in business, or contract debts 
which they are not able to pay, let two or 
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three judioions members of the Church in- 
spect the accounts, contracts, and circnin- 
stances of the case of the supposed delin- 
quent, and, if they judge that he has behaved 
dishonestly, or borrowed money without a 
probahiiity of paying, let him be brought 
to trial, and if found guilty expelled. 

TEI. Genebil Dibections. 

1. In all the foregoing oases of trial, wit- 
nesses from without shall not be rgected; 
and the testimony of an absent witness may 
be taken before the preacher in charge, or 
a preacher appointed by the Presiding El- 
der of the district withia which such wit- 
ness resides ; yriysided, in every case snfl- 
oient notice has been given to the adverse 
party of the time and place of taking snoh 
testimony. The aceuaed shall have the 
right to call to his assistance, as counsel, 
any member in good and regular standing 
in the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

3. If jn any of the above-mentioned 
cases the preacher in charge differ in judg- 
ment from the majority of the Committee 
concerning the gailt or innocence of the 
accused, he may refer the trial to tlie ensu- 
ing Quarterly Conference, which shall have 
authority to order a new trial. 
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8. After such fonns of trial and expul- 
sion Bncli person shall have no prhileges 
of Hooietj 01- of saoraments in onr Church 
without contrition, confession, and batis- 
factoiT reformation.

This done, the appel- 
lant shall withdraw, and the Conference or 
Committee on the case shall decide. And 
after such form of trial and espahion, the 
person so expelled siiall have no privileges 
of society or sacraments in our Church 
without confession, contrition, and satis- 
fectory refonnation. 

SECTION II. 
Appeals of Local Preachera. 
In case of condemnation, the Local 
Preacher, Deacon, or Elder shall be allowed 
to appeal to the nest Annual Conference, 
provided that ho signify to the Quarterly 
Conference hie determination to appeal; in 
which case the President shall lay the min- 
nt«s of the trial before the said Annual Con- 
ference, at which the Local Preacher, Dea- 
con, or Elder, so appealing, may appear; 
and the said Annual Conference, by com- 
mittee, as in the case of accused Trareling 
Preachers, or in full session, shall judge, 
and finally detei-mine from the minutes of 
the BMd trial, so laid before them.

Appeal of Members. 
If there be a mnrmur or complaint from 
any excluded person, in any of the above- 
mentioned instances,* that justice baa not 
been done, he shall be allowed an appeal 
to the nest Quarterly Conference : except 
such as absent themselves from trial, after 
snfBcient notice is given them ; and the 
Preacher in charge shall present esact min- 
ntes of the evidence and proceedings of 
the trial to the Quarterly Conference, from 
which minutes the case shall finally be de- 
termined.

You have heard, brethren, iu your private 
examination, and in the holy lesaous taken 
out of the Gospel, and the writings of the 
apostles, of what dignity and of how great 
importance this ofBce is wherennto ye are 
called.

roraamuoh then as your office is both of 
so great excellency, and of so great diffi- 
culty, ye see with how great care and 
study ye ought tO apply yonrselvea, aa well 
that ye may.siiow yourselves dutiful and 
thankful unto that Lord who hath placed 
you in so high a dignity ; as also to beware 
that neither you your^ves ofifend, nor be 
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occasion tiat others offend. Howbeit ye 
cannot have a miad and will thereto of 
youraelres ; for that will and abilitj is 
j^ven of God alone; therefore ye ought, 
and have need to pray earnestly for his 
Holy Spirit. And seeing Uiat ye cannot 
by any other means compass the doing of 
so weighty a work, pertaining to tlie salva- 
tion of man, but with doctrine and eshort- 
atlon taken out of the- Holy Scriptures, 
and with a life agreeable to the same; 
consider how atadioas ye ought to be in 
readiug and leai'niug the Scriptures, and 
in framing the manners, both of yonrselves 
and of them that -specially pertMO unto 
you, accoi-ding to the rule of the same 
Scriptures; and for this self-same cause, 
how ye ought to forsake and set aside (as 
much as you may) all worldly cares and 
studies. 

We have good hope that you Lave all 
weighed and pondered these things with 
yourselves long before this time : and that 
you have clearly determined, by God's 
grace, to give yourselves wholly to this 
office, whereunto it hath pleased God to 
call yon: so that, as much as lieth in you, 
you win apply yourselves wholly to this 
one thing, and draw all your cares and 
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studies this way, and that jou will contia- 
ually pray to God the Father, by the me- 
diation of our only Saviour Jesns Christ, 
for the heavenly aasistance of the Holy 
Ghost ; that by dally reading and weigh- 
ing of the Scriptures, ye may was riper 
and stronger in yonr miniatry ; and that 
ye may so endeavor to sanctify the lives 
of yon and yours, and to fashion them aft- 
er the mle and doctrine of Christ, that 
ye may he wholesome and godly examples 
and patterns for the people to follow. 

And now that this present congregation 
of Christ, here aaaembled, may also under- 
stand yonr minds and wills in these things, 
and that this your promise may the more 
move you to do yonr duties: ye sliall 
answer plainly to these things which we, 
in the name of Gfod and his Church, shall 
demand of yon tonchingthe same.

preach to the children, and publicly cate- 
chise tliem in the Sunday-schools, and at 
public meetings appointed for that purpose. 

4. It shall be the duty of every preacher, 
in his pastoral visits, to pay special atten- 
tion to tlie children, to speak to them per- 
sonally and kindly on the subject of esper- 
imental and practical godliness, accoi'ding 
to their capacity, pray earnestly for them, 
and diligently instruct and eshort all par- 
ents to dedicate their children to tlie Lord 
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in baptism as early as convenient, (See 
pages 23, 38-40, and p. 97.) 

5. Each preaclier in charge sliall lay 
sunday-aohooi before tlie Qiiarterfy Confer-

1. It is recommenifed to our people 
everywliere to fonn Tract Societies, aux- 
iliary to the Tract Society of the Method- 
ist Episcopal Ohurch, 

2. It is recommended to preaoliera in 
charge to mate annually, in their Beveral 
oongregations, collections in behalf of the 
Tract Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. 

8. It shall be the duty of each Presid- 
ing Elder to bring the Tract cause before 
tbe first Quarterly Meeting Conference of 
each year, in each cii'cnit and station within 
his disti'iet, and said Conference shall ap- 
point a committee whose duty it shaC he 
to devise and execute plans for local Tract 
distribiitioii.

Quest. 1. What farther provision shall 
be made for the ilistresned Traveling 
PreaeherB, lor the famdies of TravelinK 
Preachers, and for the Superannuated und 
Wora-out Preachers and the widows and 
orphans of Preachers? 

Ansu) Theie shall be a 
Chartered Pand, to be sup- 
ported by the voluntary contributions of 
onr friends the principal stock of which 
shall be funded under the direction of trust- 
ees chosen by the General Conference, and 
the interest applied under the direction of 
the General Conference, according to the 
following regulations, namely : 

1. The Elders, and those who 
have the oversight of circuits, 
shall he eoilectors and receivers of subscrip- 
tions, etc., for this fund.

3. The money shall, if possible, be ooa- 
veyed by bills of escliange, or otherwise, 
through the means of tlie post, to the gen- 
eral Book Agents, who shall pay it to the 
trustees of the fund; otherwise it shall be 
brought to the ensuing Annual Conference. 

3. Theinterest shalibe (Uridedintofifty- 
four pai-ts, and each of the Annua! Oon- 
ferences shall bave authority to draw one 
fifty-foarth part out of the fund; and if 
in one or more Conferences apart less than 
one fifty-fourth be drawn out of the fund 
in any giTen year, then in such ease or

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securities, in the States respectively in 
wliicli it lias been subscribed, under the 
direction of deputies living in sucli States 
respectively; provided snch securities and 
anch deputies be proposed as shall be ap- 
proved of by the trustees in Philadelphia; 
and. the stuck in whiuli it is proposed to 
lodge the money be sufficiently productive 
to give satisfaction to the trustees. 

Quest. 2. How shall vacancies in the 
Board of Trustees of the Chartered Fund 
heflUed? 

ArwriB. The Board of Trustees shall have 
power to fill any vacancy or vacancies that 
aay occur in their body by death, resigna- 
tion, or otherwise, subject, however, to the 
approval of the fii'st General Conference 
that may be held after such vacancy or 
vacJincies shall have occurred.

CHAPTER I. 

SdPPORT OF MINI9TEK8, 
SECTION I. 
The Support of Bishops, and the Fam 



Quest. What provision shall be made for 
the support of the Bishops, and the widows 
and children of deceased Bisliops? 

Answ. It shall he the duty of the Book 
Committee at New York to make an esti- 
mate of the amount necessary to furnish a 
competent support to each Bishop residing 
eaat of the Alleghany Mountains, consider- 
ing the namher and condition of his family, 
and the amount necessary to assist the 
widows aud children of deceased Bishops 
residing within the same territory; and it 
shall be the duty of the Book Committee 
flt Cincinnati to make a similar estimate 
■with regard to the Bishops, and the widows 
and children of Bishops residing west of 
the Alleghany Mountains, and the Bishops 
are authorized to draw on the Book Oon- 
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eern for said amoant, and also for their 
traveling expenses. The Bisbop presiding 
at an Annual Ounfei-ence, witliin whose 
hoQuds a widow or orphan of a deceased 
Bishop may reside, shall be aathorized to 
draw on the Book Oonoern for snch amount 
as may be estimated as afoi-esaid. 

SECnOH IL 
The Prmiding Elder's Support. 

Quest. How shall the Presiding Elders 
be supported! 

Answ, There shall be annually, in every 
district, ameeting composed of one steward 
from each cii'cnit and station, to be selected 
by the Quarterly Conference, whose duty it 
shall be, with the adrice of the Presiding 
Elder, (who shall preside in saoh meeting,) 
to make an estimate. of the amount neceft' 
sary to furnish a comfortable support to 
the Presiding Elder, and to apportion the 
same, including house rent and traveling 
expenses, among the different circuits and 
stations in the district, according to their 
several abihty ; and in all cases the Pre- 
siding Elder shall share with the preacliers 
in his district in proportion with wliat they 
have respectively received ; but if there be 
a surplus of money raised for the support 
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of the preachers in one or rnoro of the cir- 
cuits or stations in his district, he slidll 
receive such snrpluB, provided he do not 
receive more than his allowance. 
SECTION III. 
Support 0/ Ministers and Preachers. 

1. It shall he the duty of the Qnarteri/ 
Conference of each cirooit and station at 
the session immediately preceding the An- 
nual Conference, to appoint an Estimating 
Committee, con^sting of three or more 
members of the Chorch, who sijall, after 
conferring with the pi-eachers, make an 
estimate of the amount nereisaryti furnish 
« comfortalle suj pert to the piea^her or 
preaUiers stationed among them taking 
into consideiation the nnmber and condi 
tion of the family or families of such 
preacher or preachers » hich o-timate shall 
be subject to the action of the Qaarterly 
Conference, and the stewards shall provide 
by such methods as they may judge best 
to meet such amount. The traveling and 
moving espenaos of the preacliers shall do* 
be reckoned as a part of the estimate, bn^ 
be paid by the Stewards separately. 

3. Whenever a member in^^.^ appirina 
of an Annual Conference "" LooaOoo.

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CHAPTEE II.

Methods for Raising Annual Supplies for 
the Propagation of the Go»pel, and mak- 
ing vp the Allowance of Treaeh^s. 

1. The more effeotnaily to raise tlie 
amount necessary to meet the above-men- 
tioned allowftnoeB of tlie effective Miniatera 
and Preachers, let there be made weelily 
claBS collections in all onr societies whei-e 
it is practicable; and in such circuits and 
stations where the stewards approve, lai^e 
classes may be divided into two or three 
financial classes, to consist of not more than 
twelve members and a collector appelated 
by th p acher, (by and with the advice 
and t of the stewards,) whose duty 

t h 11 t to collect weekly, monthly, or 
q te Ir as the ease may be determined, 
fr ea h member of the class what they 
ag to p y and the money when collected 
shall be paid regularly t« the olass^leadei', 
to be brought lip by him to the leaders' 
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meeting or Qnarterly Confereaoe, as the 
case may be. 

3. To provide to meet the claims tlmt 
may be preseotud and determined at the 
Annual Conference, every Preacher shall 
make an annual collection in every oongre- 
gatioc of his charge, and the money so 
collected shall he lodged in the hands of 
the steward or stewards, and brought or 
sent to the ensuing Annual Conference.

Fuad, as divided among the several Annual 
Conferences, be applied with the above 
contributions, but so as not to militate 
against the rules of the Chartered Fund,and 
also the annual dividend arising frnm the 
profits of the Book Concern. Out of the 
money so collected and bixinght to the re- 
spective Annual Conferences, let the vari- 
ous allowances agreed upon in arcordance 
with the provisions of part vi, ch. i, pp. 
351-255. 

4. Effective men who have sraaoiiera who 
not bepn able to obtain their tained'liiow" 
allowance from the people moe. 
where they have labored may pr<esent a 
claim to the Conference, to be paid out of 
the money at the disposal of the Ormfer-

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eiice, and sinoh claim maj- be paid, or any 
part thereof, as tlie Oonferenee may de- 
termine. In no ease, however, shall the 
Church or Conference be holden accounta- 
ble for any deficiency, as in the case of debt 
5. Erery Annnol Conference haa 
fall liberty to adopt and recommend 
Huch plans and rules as to them may appear 
necessary the more effectually to raise sup- 
plies for the respective allowances. Each 
Annnal Conference is authorized to raise a 
fnnd, if fJiey judge it proper, subject to their 
own control, and under such regulations as 
their wisdom may direct, for the relief of 
the distressed traveling and superannuated 
preachers, their wives, widows, and chil- 
dren; and it shall he the duty of each 
Annual Conference to take measures from 
year to year io raise money in every cir- 
oait and station within its bounds for those 
purposes. 

SECTION 11. 
Building and Renting Homeg for tlie me 
of Trameling Preaoker^. 
Quest. "What advice or direction shall he 
given concerning the building or i-enting 
of dwelling-houses for the use of the mar- 
ried Traveling Preachers? 
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Arms. 1. It is reoom- BnndinB sna Pnin- 
mende4 by the General ibJuhb Houkb. 
Conference to the Traveling Preachera to 
ad^iae our friends ia general to purchase a, 
lot of ground in each, circuit, and to build 
fi Preiicher's house thereoD, and to furnish 
it with, at least, heaTy furniture. 

3. The General Conference recommend 
to all the circuita, in cases where thej are 
not able to comply with the above request, 
to rent a house for the married PreacLer 
and his family, (when such are stationed 
upon their circuits respectively,) and that 
the Annual Conferences do assist to mal:e 
up the rents of such houses as far aa they 
can, when tlie circuit cannot do it. 

TJie Stewards of each 
circuit and station shall 
be a standing committee (where no trust- 
ees are cxinstituted for that purpose) to 
provide houses for the families of our mar- 
ried Preachers, or to assist the Preach- 
ers to obtain houses for themselves when 
thej are appointed to labor among tliem. 

3, It shall be the duty of tlie j^^^^ gi jreBid- 
Presiding Eiders and Preach- "^ ^^'■ 
ers to use their influence to carry the above 
roles respecting building and renting houses 
for the accommodation of Preachers and 
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their families into effect. In order to tliis, 
each Quarterly Conference shall appoint a 
committee, (unlesa other measures have 
been adopted,) who, with the advice and 
aid of the Preachers and Presiding Elders, 
shall devise such means as may seem fit to 
raise moneys for that purpose. And it is 
recommended to the Annual Conferences 
to make a special inquii-y of their mem- 
bers respecting this part of their duty. 
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CHAPTER HI. 



SECTION I. 
Building Churches. 

Quest. 1. Is anytliing advisable in regard 
to building churches? 

jlnsM, 1. Let all our churches he huilt 
plain and decent, and with free seats wher- 
ever practicable ; bat not more espensiye 
than is absolutely nnavoidabie, otherwise 
the necessity of raising money will make 
ridi men necessary to os. Bat if so, we 
must be dependent on them, yea, and gov- 
erned by them. And then ferewell to 
Methodist discipline, if not doctrine too. 

2. In order more effectually 
to prevent onr people from con- 
tracting debts which they are not able to 
discharge, it shall be the duty of the Quar- 
terly Conference of every drcnit and sta- 
tion where it is contemplated to build a 
house or houses of worship, to secure the 
ground or lot on which such house or houses 
are to be bnilt, according to onr deed of set- 
tlement, which deed must be legally exe- 
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oated; and also aaid Quarterly Conferenoe 
BliaJI appoint a jndidoas committee of at 
least three members of our Church, who 
shall form an estimate of the amount nec- 
essary to build; anil three fourths of the 
money, according to sach estimat*, sljail 
be secured or subscribed before any such 
boilding shall be conimcnoed. 

In all cases where debts for building 
houses of worship have been, or may be, 
incurred contrary to, or in disregard of, the 
above recommendation, onr members and 
friends are requested to discountenance, 
by declining pecuniary aid to all agents 
who shall travel abroad beyond their own 
circuits or districts for the collection of 
ftinds for the diaoharge of such debts ; ex- 
cept in such peculiar cases as may be ap- 
proved by an Annual Conference, or such 
agents as may be appointed by their au- 
thority. 

. In future we will admit no 
charter, deed, or conveyance for 
any house of worship to be used by us, un- 
less it be provided in such charter, deed, or 
Conveyance that the trustees of said house 
shall at all times permit such ministers and 
preachers belonging to the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church as shall from time to time be 
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duly authorized by the General Conference 
of the ministers of our Olmrch, or by the 
Annual Conferenoea, to preach and esponud 
God's holy word, and to execute the Disci- 
pline of the Cliurcii, and to administer the 
Bacraraents therein, according to the true 
meaning and purport of onr deed of settle- 

SECTION II. 

Trvstees — Their Appointment, Duties and 

Sesponaiiilitiea. 

Questy How shall trustees be constituted 
for our Church property, and what shall 
be their duties !
